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Russia Is Told Its Berlin 
Stand Jeopardizes Peace 


Army May Put 
War Gases in

The 
Army apparently is preparing to 
issu e missile warheads that cou ld 
carry 
chemical 
warfare 
gases 
deep into an enem y ’s battle zone. 
This was indicated by a new 
regu lation listing su pply responsi­ 
bilities of branches of the Army 
which inclu ded among the items 
w arheads 
for 
“ gu ided 
missile 
chemical agent.” 
By Army definition, a chemical 
agent is a solid, liqu id or gas 
which “ produ ces lethal, inju riou s 
or irritant effects,” 
In produ ction or being perfect­ 
ed is a wide v ariety of chemical 
gases. They range from the long- 
manu factu red asphy x iating gases, 
now' in modern form, to the so­ 
called “ nerv e gases” capable of 
produ cing either death by paral­ 
y sis of the respiratory sy stem or 
tem porary incapacitation by psy ­ 
chological or other effect. 
A whole family of missiles is 
in the A rm y ’s arsenal capable of 
deliv ering gases. These missiles 
v ary from those with ranges of a 
few thou sand y ards for close-in 
attack on a battle front to the 
Pershing missile with a reach of 
more than 200 miles. 
The longer-range missiles car­ 
ry ing, for instance, an incaoaci’- 
ating gas obv iou sly wou ld be u se­ 
fu l for tactical pu rposes, inclu d­ 
ing softening u p an arca behind 
enem y 
lines 
preparatory 
to 
a 
paratroop drop. 
Modem arm s for grou nd troops 
hav e been giv en a priority recent­ 
ly u nder President Kennedy ’s pro­ 
gram 
aimed 
at 
improv ing 
the 
capability of conv entional forces 
—as distingu ished from the nu ­ 
clear striking power of the Air 
Force and Nav y . 
At a recent Hou se Appropria­ 
tions su bcommittee hearing, an­ 
other witness W K. Black of the

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Ex-Convict Confesses School 


Explosion Fatal to 296 in ' 37 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla. (AP) 
—An ex -conv ict arrested for in­ 
v estigation 
of 
armed 
robbery 
Monday night, told police in a 
signed statem ent that he was re- 
sponsible for an ex plosion at a 
New London, Tex ., school. March 
18, 1937 , that killed 282 children 
and 14 teachers. 
Detectiv es I. G. Pu rser, Jack 
Ry an and Harold Dev ine identi­ 
fied the man as William Estel 
Benson, 41. They said he had a 
long police record and has been 
liv ing here since 1944. 
The detectiv es qu oted Benson 
as say ing “ I blew' u p the school 
becau se I was mad at the school. 
I was reprimanded for smoking 
on the school grou nds.” 


Benson said he was 17 at the 
time and was not in school on 
the day of the blast. Tile inv esti­ 
gation indicated gas had seeped 
into 
the 
basement 
and 
that 
a 
spark set off the ex plosion. 
Police said the statem ent was 
hand written by Benson. 
It read in part: “ I stole two 18- 
inch wrenches to take loose the 
u nions (which connected the gas 
lines) u nder the school. I broke 
both 
loose and waited for two 
weeks 
to 
see 
what 
wou ld 
happen.” 


Police called Henderson Cou nty , 
Tex ., Undersheriff T. E. Herring­ 
ton to check on Henson’s confes­ 


sion of the school ex plosion and 
said information obtained checked 
with Benson’s story . 
Chief of Police Joe King, of 
New London, who was gradu ated 
from the school the y ear of the 
ex plosion, said he cou ld not recall 
a stu dent by the nam e giv en by 
the Oklahoma city man. 
Neither 
did 
hts 
school 
y ear 
book list su ch a name, the police 
chief said. 
The New London ex plosion is 
considered the most tragic dis­ 
aster inv olv ing children in mod­ 
ern times. 
Some 
officials 
at 
Henderson, 
cou nty seat of Ru sk Cou nty in 
which 
New 
london 
is 
located, 
were skeptical of Benson’s story . 
They still hold to the theory that 
the blast was accidental.

The Sov iet forces were reported 
equ ipped with heav y TIO and the 
mediu m T54 tanks, as well as 
heav y artillery , antiaircraft and 
antitank gu ns and rocket lau nch­ 
ers.

arm y is similar. 


The West German Defense Min­ 
istry estimates the Commu nists 
can also call u pon abou t 30,000 
militia men armed with light in­ 
fantry weapons. The militia are 
located in E ast Berlin. 
A total of 11,000 Allied troops 
are stationed in West Berlin as a 
sy mbolic force. These cou ld be 
reinforced by 3,000 West Berlin 
alert police armed with light in­ 
fantry weapons. The regu lar West 
Berlin police force totals 10.000 
men. inclu ding traffic squ ads and 
detectiv es. 


The Commu nists can mobilize 
an armed force of abou t 1.400.000 
men in all of East Germany , in­ 
clu ding abou t 400,000 regu lar So­ 
v iet troops. 


The Western powers hav e abou * 
621,000 in West Germany , inclu d­ 
ing abou t 250.000 U.S. soldiers. 


Western Notes Tell Khrush 
Plainly that He Risks War

by the United States. Britain and 
France are designed to accom ­ 
plish two major pu rposes: 
1. To tell the Sov iet gov ernment 
as solemnly as possible, and per­ 
haps 
conv ince 
Sov iet 
Prem ier 
Khru shchev , that if he tries to 
force the Western powers ou t of 
West 
Berlin he will plu nge the 
world into war. 
2. To lay the basis for a nego­ 
tiated end to the Berlin crisis. 
The idea is to persu ade Khru sh­ 
chev , 
other 
Commu nist 
leaders 
and 
world 
pu blic 
opinion 
that 
the grav e dangers in 
a 
Berlin 
showdown giv e ev ery body an in­ 
terest in a solu tion reached by 
talking rather than shooting. 
Whether the tou gh tone of the 
Western notes 
— 
the 
repeated 
warnings 
that 
Khru shchev 
is 
jeopardizing peace and endanger­ 
ing the liv es of millions of people 
—will lead the Commu nist chief­ 
tain to m oderate his polices is a 
qu estion. A more predictable 
ef­ 
fect is that it may hav e enou gh 
impact 
on 
pu blic 
opinion 
to 
prompt leaders of neu tralist cou n­ 
tries to bring su ch pressu res as 
they 
can 
to 
alter 
the 
Sov iet 
stand. 
One difficu lty in ev alu ating the 
impact of the Western notes on 
Moscow is that 
no one tm the 
Western 
side 
is 
certain 
abou t 
Khru shchev ’s real, long range in­ 
tentions. 
He 
has 
threatened 
to 
sign a separate peace treaty with 
East Germany . He has made this 
threat so m any times that West­ 


ern diplomats think he will ha lo 
to make good on it 
sooner or 
later, perhaps, as he say s, by tile 
end of this y ear. 
Khru shchev 
wou ld 
not 
neces­ 
sarily hav e to try to carry ou t the 
prov isions of a peace treaty by 
employ ing force against the West­ 
ern powers, howev er. His peace 
treaty plan wou ld not preclu de ne­ 
gotiations. either before or after 
it was pu t into effect. Some au ­ 
thorities think he has been aim ­ 
ing at negotiations all along be­ 
cau se he mu st realize he cou ld 
not browbeat the Western allies 
into remov ing their forces from 
West Berlin, 
The attem pt to ev alu ate the ef­

BERLIN (AP) — The Commu ­ 
nist threat to West Berlin sent a 
record 4,000 refu gees fleeing into 
West 
Berlin ov er the weekend, 
raising once more the qu estion of 
why the Commu nist police don’t 
cu t off Hie flow that worsens pro­ 
du ction shortages in 
East Ger­ 
many and giv es the satellite re­ 
gime a worse name. 
The 
qu estion 
alway s 
arises 
when there is a spu rt in the nu m ­ 
ber fleeing to the West. 
The Commu nists’ v ast police ap­ 
paratu s 
u ndou btedly 
cou ld 
stop 
the traffic, 8 0 to 90 per cent of 
which fu nnels throu gh East Ber­ 
lin into West Berlin. There cou ld 
be mu ch tighter checks on trav el 
into East Berlin, and then on the 
city ’s 
interzone 
railway s 
that 
bring 
thou sands 
from 
East 
to 
West Berlin each day to work. 
Tou gher controls wou ld frighten 
away many escapees since “ flight 
from the (Commu nist) repu blic” 
is 
a 
crim e 
pu nishable 
by 
two 
y ears in jail. 
F ear of losing face is thou ght 
to he one powerfu l motiv e that 
keeps 
the 
Commu nists 
from 
stronger measu res. 
E ast Berlin 
has been proclaimed the capital 
of their "G erm an Democratic Re­ 
pu blic.” It wou ld look bad to the 
world if citizens were prev ented 
from freely v isiting their capital. 
The Sov iets also may l>e taking 
a hand behind the scenes. In pu b­ 
lic Moscow say s that all political 
matters in East Germany are in 
German hands. In priv ate the So­ 
v iets often show concern ov er the 
World War II agreem ents with 
the Western allies that gu arantee 
free mov ement within the eity . 
Moscow may not want to giv e the 
West fu rther reason to say that 
these agreements are being v io­ 
lated in Berlin.

West Berlin has become a 
sy mbol of Western resolu tion to 
oppose commu nism. 
In Washington, at least, there 
is strong conv iction in high of­ 
ficial qu arters that a Western re­ 
treat from Berlin wou ld he fatal 
to the whole Western cau se. This 
does not mean there cannot be 
negotiations.

“ The U.S. note is blu nt and se­ 
riou s. as it mu st be. and accu ­ 
rately reflects the mood of the 
American people.” Sen. Jacob K.

J av its, ou tspoken 
adv ocate of 
firmness on Berlin, said he su p 
ported the administration position, 
“ and it shou ld be su pported by all 
Repu blicans.” 
Chairman J. William Fu 'brigh*, 
D-Ark., of the Senate Foreign Re 
lations Committee, called the U S. 
note “ a v ery restrained, seriou s 
and effectiv e statem ent of ou r po­ 
sition.” 
Sen. Frank Carlson, R Kan., a 
m em ber of the Foreign Relations 
Committee said he was 
‘pleased 
with the President s firm state 
ment on Berlin.” 


Second U.S. Outer Space Shot

Army May Put 


War Gases in 


Big Missiles 


WASHINGTON 
(A P) 
— 
The 
Army apparently is preparing to 
issue missile warheads that could 
carry 
chem ical 
warfare 
gases 
deep into an enem y's battle zone. 
This was indicated by a new 
regulation listing supply responsi­ 
bilities of branches of the Army 
which included among the items 
warheads 
for 
“ guided 
missile 
chem ical agent.” 
By Army definition, a chemical 
agent is a solid, liquid or gas 
which “ produces lethal, injurious 
or irritant effects.” 
In production or being perfect­ 
ed is a wide variety of chemical 
gases. They range from the long- 
manufactured asphyxiating gases, 
now' in modern form , to the so­ 
called “ nerve gases” capable of 
producing either death by paral­ 
ysis of the respiratory system or 
tem porary incapacitation by psy­ 
chological or other effect. 
A whole fam ily of missiles is 
in the Arm y’s arsenal capable of 
delivering gases. These missiles 
vary from those with ranges of a 
few thousand yards for close-in 
attack on a battle front to the 
Pershing missile with a reach of 
more than 200 miles. 
The longer-range m issiles car­ 
rying, for instance, an incaoaci’- 
ating gas obviously would be use­ 
ful for tactical purposes, includ­ 
ing softening up an area behind 
enemy 
lines 
preparatory 
to 
a 
paratroop drop. 
Modem arm s for ground troops 
have been given a priority recent­ 
ly under President Kennedy’s pro­ 
gram 
aimed 
at 
improving 
the 
capability of conventional forces 
—as distinguished from the nu­ 
clear striking power of the Air 
Force and Navy. 
At a recent House Appropria­ 
tions subcommittee hearing, an­ 
other witness W .E. Black of the 
Army 
Chemical 
Corps’ 
intelli­ 
gence Agency—said it is believed 
the Soviet Union 
bas 
stocks 
of 
both regular poison 
gases 
“ as 
well as nerve agents.”

Explosion Fatal to 296 in ‘37 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla. (A P) 


—An ex-convict arrested for in­

18, 1937. that killed 282 children 
and 14 teachers. 


Detectives I. (I.

Ryan and Harold Devine identi­ 
fied the 
man as William 
Kstel 
Benson. 41. They said he had a 
long police record and has been 
Jiving here since 
1944. 


The detectives quoted 
Benson 
as saying “ I blew up tin* school 
because I was mad at the school. 
I was reprimanded for smoking 
on the school grounds.” 


Benson said he was 17 at the 
tim e and was not in school on 
the day of the blast. The invest!- j 
gation indicated gas had seeped I 
into 
the 
basement 
and 
that 
a I 
spark set off the explosion. 


Police said the statem ent was , 
hand written by Benson. 


It read in part: “ I stole two 18- 
inch wrenches to take loose the 
unions (which connected the gas 
lines) under the school. I broke j 
both

and 
waited 
for two I 
weeks 
to 
see 
what 
would I 
happen.” 


Police called Henderson County, 
T ex., Undersheriff T. E. Herring­ 
ton to check on Benson’s confes­ 


sion of the school explosion and 
said information obtained checked 
with Benson's story. 
Chief of 
Police Joe 
King, of 
New London, who was graduated 
from the school the year of the 
explosion, said he could not recall 
a student by the name given by 
the Oklahoma city man.

book list such a name, the police 
chief said. 
The New London explosion is 
considered the 
most tragic dis­ 
aster involving children in mod­ 
ern times.

Western Notes Tell Khrush

U.S., Britain, France 
Otter To Negotiate 
Accord in Dispute

United States, Britain and France 
told the Soviet Union today it is 
jeopardizing world peace and en­ 
dangering the lives of millions by 
its threats against West Berlin. 
The W estern powers completely 
rejected the Soviet Union’s claim 
that it can wipe out their Berlin 
rights simply by signing a separ­ 
ate peace treaty with Communist 
E ast Germ any.

Circleville’s total expenditures 
for salaries and wages in 1960 
amounted to $235,467, according to 
a composite statistical report today 
from Jam es A. Rhodes, Auditor of 
State. 
The report also disclosed that 
Pickaway County had a 1960 tax 
valuation of $23,697,959. 
Circleville places in the 101st 
slot among Ohios 150 cities, bas­ 
ed on a 1960 population census of 
11,05$. A d e c a d e ago, in 1950, 
Circleville ranked in the 90th 
position. 
Of the total salaries and w*ages 
paid by Circleville during 1960, 
$56,154 was spent for the operation 
of the v a r i o u s municipal • own­ 
ed utilities, including sewage sys­ 
tems and water works. The re­ 
maining $179,313 went for other 
municipal employes. 
While the state - wide expendit­ 
ures recorded increases, the four 
larger cities, Cleveland, Columbus, 
Cincinnati and Toledo, tightened 
up their financial belts and reduc­ 
ed their aggregate wage and sal­ 
ary items to $148,612,236 compar­ 
ed to the $153 million spent during 
1959.

Berlin Crisis Is Real 


The public no do ubt is already tiring o f 
reading abo ut the Berlin crisis. It has 
been fed an unreliev ed diet o f crisis y ear 
after y ear — Lao s, Tibet, Suez, the Co ngo , 
Hungary —in an endless series. 
The difference is that the crises hav e 
been, in the main, in peripheral areas, 
where either side co uld accept a lo ss with­ 
o ut endangering its real security . Berlin 
and Germany are no t peripheral. They are 
at the heart o f the defense co mplex o f 
NATO and the Western Alliance. 
A backdo wn in Berlin wo uld co nfirm 
Khrushchev s 
mo st dangero us 
beliefs: 
that the West will talk but no t act; that the 
West is to o fat and co ntented to defend 
itself; that the way is o pen fo r co mmun­ 
ism to seize the wo rld. 
Amo ng o ur allies, retreat wo uld demo n­ 
strate that the United States will no t fight 


to sav e its friends. And tho se friends wo uld 
ev apo rate into neutralism with indecent 
haste. 
We must be prepared to fight, and co m- 
v ince Khrushchev that we will fight. Stro n 
wo rds alo ne no lo nger co nv ince ev en the 
American public, and certainly no t the 
Russians. Actio n is the o nly speech that 
will get a hearing. That includes mo re 
American tro o ps in Euro pe, a rapid build­ 
up o f o ur armed fo rces, ev acuatio n o f 
American dependents o v erseas, drafting 
o f war plans. 
The lo nger such steps are delay ed, the 
greater the chance o f war o r retreat. Only 
when such steps are taken will America 
realize that this is no t “ just ano ther cris­ 
is,” but the appro ach to the big war. Only 
o ur willingness to fight such a war may 
prev ent it fro m happening.

Federal Judgeships Debated 


Fo r mo re than a decade the issue o f 
mo re federal judgeship wras batted back 
and forth in a go v ernment at Washingto n 
div ided between the two majo r parties. 
Actio n was taken early in this co ngres­ 
sio nal sessio n because the div isio n had 
ended and the Demo crats had full co ntro l 
o f ex ecutiv e and legislativ e departments. 
But no w the President, using the cho icest 
patro nage plums o f all as a lev er o n balky 
members o f Co ngress, is v ery slo w abo ut 
submitting judicial no minees until his leg­ 
islatio n pro gram is nearer finalizatio n. 
Creatio n o f 73 new judgeships, and death 
o r resignatio n o f incumbent judges, hav e 
giv en the Kennedy administratio n a hun­ 
dred po sts to fill. Of these o nly sev en hav e 
been no minated. A few o thers are ready 


but preliminary inv estigatio ns o nly hav e 
been started o n 49 o thers. 
This y ear may co me to an end befo re 
Mr. Kennedy co mpletes his task o f nam­ 
ing mo re judges than any President ev er 
has. 
Pro bably the v acancies will be filled 
in the main by acceptable peo ple after the 
amenities o f co nsultatio n with po litical 
big-wigs hav e been o bserv ed and judicio us 
div isio ns hav e been made amo ng the re­ 
ligio ns, racial ancestries and perhaps po l­ 
itical parties. 
A citizen might wish that po litics co uld 
be dismissed entirely in the designatio n o f 
judges, fitness o nly being the rule. But that 
do ubtless w o u l d be depriv ing the game 
o f po litics o f to o much o f the fo rce that 
makes it spin.

Berlin Crisis Is Real 


The public no doubt is already tiring of 
reading about the Berlin crisis. It has 
been fed an unrelieved diet of crisis year 
after year — Laos, Tibet, Suez, the Congo, 
Hungary—in an endless series. 
The difference is that the crises have 
been, in the main, in peripheral areas, 
where either side could accept a loss with­ 
out endangering its real security. Berlin 
and Germany are not peripheral. They are 
at the heart of the defense complex of 
KATO and the Western Alliance. 
A backdown in Berlin would confirm 
Khrushchev's 
most dangerous 
beliefs: 
that the West will talk but not act; that the 
West is too fat and contented to defend 
itself; that the way is open for commun­ 
ism to seize the world. 
Among our allies, retreat would demon­ 
strate that the United States will not fight 


lo s a v e its f r i e n d s , Ana tnose m ends would 
evaporate into neutralism with indecent 
haste. 
We must be prepared to fight, and com- 
vince Khrushchev that we will fight. Stron 
words alone no longer convince even the 
American public, and certainly not the 
Russians. Action is the only speech that 
will get a hearing. That includes more 
American troops in Europe, a rapid build­ 
up of our armed forces, evacuation of 
American dependents overseas, drafting 
of war plans. 
The longer such steps are delayed, the 
greater the chance of war or retreat. Only 
when such steps are taken will America 
realize that this is not “just another cris­ 
is,” but the approach to the big war. Only 
our willingness to fight such a war may 
prevent it from happening.

Federal Judgeships Debated 


For more than a decade the issue of 
more federal judgeship was batted back 
and forth in a government at Washington 
divided between the two major parties. 
Action was taken early in this congres­ 
sional session because the division had 
ended and the Democrats had full control 
of executive and legislative departments. 
But now the President, using the choicest 
patronage plums of all as a lever on balky 
members of Congress, is very slow about 
submitting judicial nominees until his leg­ 
islation program is nearer finalization. 
Creation of 73 new judgeships, and death 
or resignation of incumbent judges, have 
given the Kennedy administration a hun­ 
dred posts to fill. Of these only seven have 
been nominated. A few others are ready 


but preliminary investigations only have 
been started on 49 others. 
This year may come to an end before 
Mr. Kennedy completes his task of nam­ 
ing more judges than any President ever 
has. 
Probably the vacancies will be filled 
in the main by acceptable people after the 
amenities of consultation with political 
big-wigs have been observed and judicious 
divisions have been made among the re­ 
ligions, racial ancestries and perhaps pol­ 
itical parties. 
A citizen might wish that politics could 
be dismissed entirely in the designation of 
judges, fitness only being the rule. But that 
doubtless w o u l d be depriving the game 
of politics of too much of the force that 
makes it spin. 


Tax Automation 


Automation has come to the Internal Re­ 
venue Service, but employes needn’t woory 
about their jobs. No personnel or budget 
cuts will accompany the full-scale installa­ 
tion of automated systems in IRS offices 
this year. 
Technologically displaced workers al­ 
ready are being trained for other work in 
line with IRS’ announced policy of more 
intensive checking of returns that at any 
time in the past. 
The new enforcement policy is tant­ 
amount to admitting that inequalities exist. 
The unscientific collection of taxes w a s 
dramatized last year when a New York 
newspaper sent seven reporters with ider.* 


tical figures to seven different IRS of­ 
fices. They came back with five different 
totals on their forms — totals that had been 
worked out by IRS “experts.” 
The publicized “deals” that IRS has 
made with movie stars, professional sports 
figures and other persons in high brackets 
are additional proof that tax collection is 
inequitable. Settlements have been rea­ 
ched for fractions of the amounts the pub­ 
lic figures owed. 
All this has deeper ramifications than 
the loss of tax revenue. It could ultima­ 
tely lead to a public loss of faith in all gov­ 
ernmental systems.

Peach died Monday of cancer of 
the prostate gland. The diagno­ 
sis, first m ade in 1959. was not 
m ade public until death claim ed 
the baseball great at Em ory Uni­ 
versity Hospital. Cobb, who had 
m ade several trips to Em ory, en­ 
tered the hospital 
for the last 
tim e June 5. 
“ In addition to the cancer, he 
had diabetes and chronic heart 
disease,” Cobb’s physician, 
Dr. 
Hugh Wood. said. Wood said X- 
ray 
exam inations 
in 
Decem ber 
1959 showed that the cancer had 
spread to the pelvic bone and v er­ 
tebrae. 
“ He died peacefully and with­ 
out pain.” the physician reported 
With Cobb during his last days 
w ere his son. Jam es, two daugh­ 
ters, Miss Shirley Cobb and Bev­ 
erly M cLauren, all of California; 
and his first wife, the form er 
Charlie M arion Lom bard of Au­ 
gusta, Ga. The Cobbs w ere m ar­ 
ried in 1908 and divorced in 1947. 
Two years later, Cobb m arried 
Frances Cass of Buffalo, N Y., 
and they w ere divorced. 
P rivate funeral services will be 
held W ednesday at 3 p.m. E astern 
Standard Time in the chapel of 
the Thom as J. M cGahee Funeral 
Home, Cornelia. G a., with burial 
at nearby Royston. 
The 
fam ily 
requested th at in lieu of flowers, 
contributions be m ade to the Cobb 
Education Foundation. 
D eath thw arted Cobb's desire to 
build a home—“ in which to die,” 
as he put it—atop a mountain 
near Cornelia in northeast Geor­

he was born Dec. 18, 1886. 
“ I cam e back to Georgia to 


die,” Cobb said in one of bis last 
interviews. “I’m a small town boy 
who never got used to the big 
lights.” 
He spent most of his retirem ent 
years at Atherton, Calif., and at 
Lake Tahoe, Nev , before re tu rn ­ 
ing to his native state in 1958. He 
lived in a sm all apartm ent in Cor­ 
nelia. 
He quit baseball after the 1928

with

batting 
average of .367, highest in the 
history of the gam e. He batted 
only 
240 in his first season as 


a Detroit outfielder in 1905. then 
topped 
.300 for

years, his last two at Philadel­ 
phia He m anaged Detroit for six 
years starting in 1921. 
Cobb led the American League 
in hitting for 12 seasons, nine of 
them consecutive. He hit over .400 
three tim es, compiled a lifetime 
total of 4.191 hits, scored 1244 
runs and stole 892 bases. He stole 
96 bases in 1915 for one of his 
m any all-time records. 
Cobb’s position at the sum m it 
of baseball 
was em phasized 
in 


1936 when baseball w riters aw ard­ 
ed him 222 of a possible 226 votes, 
more than they gave Babe Ruth, 
Hans W agner or Christy Mathew* 
son when the first group was en­ 
shrined 
in 
baseball’s 
Hall 
of 
Fam e. 
“ I wouldn't change a thing,” 
Cobb declared recently in review ­ 
ing his baseball career. “ I played 
every gam e to the hilt. I always 
played to win 
But I never filed 
my spikes the way they said I

And 
then, 
withou t 
notice,

wou ld pu t on 
his 
clothes 
and 
leave. He wou ld go ou t and try 
to find whatever it was he sou ght 
from life and then illness wou ld 
drive him back. 
Last December the twin disease 
began to 
gain. 
Not too 
many 
weeks before he died he retu md 
to his distressed doctors in* real­ 
ly bad condition. 
We will never know what drove 
him. He worshipped his father, 
who had been school su perintend­ 
ent and state senator. The father 
had been killed at home when 
mistaken for a bu rglar. You ng Ty 
was away at the time. This loss 
always hau nted him. 
A few years ago he asked a 
few persons to lu nch at an At­ 
lanta hotel to annou nce his edu ­ 
cational 
fou ndation. 
The 
tall, 
graying man dabbed at his eyes 
with a napkin, pu shing 
u p 
his 
rimless glasses. 
He talked of his mou ntain for­ 
bears who, in by-gone years, nev­ 
er had mu ch chance at edu cation 
He wanted his fou ndation to help 
needy boys and girls. Bu t there 
was a typical Cobb tou ch. They 
had to have tou ghed it ou t one 
year on their own to prove they 
were eligible. 
Tears slid down his face. “The 
Cobbs cry easy,” he said, some­ 
what apologetically. And this was 
a strange thing, becau se Cobb and 
tears had never been associated. 
One wondered if this lonely and 
tacitu rn man, who cou ld be so 
gentile and 
compassionate, 
and 
yet who cou ld battle with his fists 
or at baseball

Now, at last, weary and old. 
he has gone Home. And peopF 
will rem em ber him for his gen­ 
tleness, his charity and the rec­ 
ords in the book. 


Some Civil 
Defense Funds 


Said Possible 


WASHINGTON (A P)-A spokes­ 
man for the Office of Civil and 
Defense 
Mobilization says Ohio 
cities can still get matching fed* 
oral fu nds if they come u p with 
adequ ate programs despite a big 
cu t made by the state's legisla­ 
tu re in the Civil Defense bu dget. 
Gordon Gillis of OCDM said the 
federal agency is still “trying to 
wnrk ou t something” with state 
au thorities. He added Ohio prob­ 
ably won't be able to get mu ch 
more than $5 0,000 since the legis­ 
latu re cu t the state's participation 
to $100,000 for 1962. The amou nt 
bu dgeted was $542,000 for 1961-63. 
“It won’t be an adequ ate pro- 
gram ,” Gillis said. Ohio received 
*an allocation of $260,000 for the 
first six months of this year, bu t 
u sed only $57,000 of it, Gillis said. 
The u nu sed allocation wdll revert 
to the government. The money had 
been intended for new personnel 
and administration of the state’s 
program. 
OCDM spokesmen said the fed­ 
eral government can provide u p to 
100 per cent in matching fu nds if 
a state plans to ex pand its Civil 
Defense program hu t that Ohio 
“ has not 
been su ggesting new 
program s.” 
The amou nt of federal money 
Ohio will get, they said, depends 
on what the state does with th* 
$100,000. 
The Ohio Valley Civil Defense 
Au thority is reported to be work­ 
ing on a new program. OCDM of­ 
ficials said, and participating cit­ 
ies in the area cou ld qu alify for 
federal matching fu nds.

Gordon Gillis of OCDM said tho 
federal agency is still “ trying to 
work out something” with state 
authorities. He added Ohio prob­ 
ably won’t be able to get much 
more than $50,000 since the legis­ 
lature cut the state’s participation 
to $100,000 for 1962. The amount 
budgeted was $542,000 for 1961-63. 


“ It won’t be an adequate pro­ 
gram .” Gillis said. Ohio received 
an allocation of $260,000 for the 
first six months of this year, but 
used only $57,000 of it, Gillis said. 
The unused allocation will revert 
to the government. The money had 
been intended for new personnel 
and administration of the state’s 
program. 


OCDM spokesmen said the fed­ 
eral government can provide up to 
IOO per cent in matching funds if 
a state plans to expand its C ivil 
Defense program but that Ohio 
“ has 
not 
been 
suggesting 
new 
programs.” 


The amount of federal money 
Ohio w ill get, they said, depends 
on what the state does with the 


$ 100,000. 


The Ohio V alley Civil Defense 
Authority is reported to be work­ 
ing on a new program, OCDM of­ 
ficials said, and participating cit­ 
ies in the area could qualify for 
federal matching funds.

Prohibit knowingly and mali­ 
ciously 
printing, 
publishing 
or 
otherwise circulating false state­ 
ments concerning political can­ 
didates. 
Increase the penalty for violat­ 
ions of the political communica­ 
tions law. The penalty 
is in­ 
creased to permit prison sen­ 
tences for up to two years or a 
fine of $300 to $2,000 or both. Pres­ 
ent penalty is a $100-$1,000 fine 
or imprisonment for a maximum 
of a year.

made without a studious look at 
the past 40 y ears. 
Ev er since the Kung Chan Tang 
—Chinese Communist party —was

Moscow 
40 y ears 
ago 
there hav e 
been 
irritations be­ 
tween the Muscov ites and their 
Oriental comrades. 
In its early 
day s the KCT was just a creature 
of the Communist international. 
Actually it was bossed by* Comin­ 
tern agent 
Nguy en 
Than — now 
known as Ho Chih Minh, the In­ 
dochinese 
Communist 
chief 
of 
North Viet Nam. 
For y ears the party remained 
the merest drop in a Chinese sea 
of humanity . 
And 
as J apanese 
aggressiv eness began 
more and 
more to worry the Kremlin, the 
Comintern 
ordered 
the 
Chinese 
Reds to join forces with Chiang 
Kai-shek’s Kumointang in a na­ 
tional front. 
But Mao Tze-tung and his fop 
lieutenant, Chu 
Teh, 
had other 
ideas. They believ ed in v iolent re­ 
v olution. 
In 
19 27 
they 
maneu­ 
v ered Chen Tu-hsiu, the party ’s 
founder out of power, and organ­ 
ized the 4th route army to begin 
insurrection 
which 
would 
grow 
into rev olution one day against 
the Kuommtang. 
Moscow, still seeking domina­ 
tion, sent in Wang Ming, a So­ 
v iet-trained follower of the Krem­ 
lin and 27 other Chinese to take 
ov er. At Stalin’s order, he dis­ 
approv ed of guerrilla war against 
both J apanese and Chinese Na­ 
tionalist forces at the same time. 
Stalin, 
fearing 
J apan, 
wanted 
unity . 
Wang lasted until 19 35. Mao ma­ 
neuv ered 
him 
out 
and 
purged 
those wanting to keep the party 
strictly to the 
Moscow line 
re­ 
gardless of practical Chinese con­ 
sideration. 
Mao prov ed to a skeptical Sta­ 
lin he w*as right: A Chinese Com­ 
munist rev olution could succeed. 
When it did, in 19 49 , Stalin sum­ 
moned Mao to the Kremlin and 
obliged him, after 
a 
discussion 
lasting more than two months, to 
sign a mutual assistance treaty . 
Among other things, it recognized 
the final separation of Outer Mon­ 
golia (the puppet Mongolian Peo­ 
ple’s Republic) from China. That 
remained one source of friction, 
but there were many others. 
Today there are frequent, cau­ 
tious 
Chinese 
referencs 
to 
the 
Wang Ming and (’hen Tu-siu “ de­ 
v iations.” Wang is called a “ left 
opportunist,” 
meaning 
he 
ham­ 
pered the rev olution by refusing 
to take adv antage of opportuni­ 
ties. Clren was a “ right opportun­ 
ist” who ov eremphasized national 
front unity to the detriment of 
rev olution-army action. 
The insinuation has been that 
if the dev iationists—-and thus the 
Russians—had

tion. 
This is an important point in 
assessing the contemporary fric­ 
tions between the two huge Com­ 
munist partners. As the Chinese 
newspaper Red Flag put the case

It means, if the Chinese had 
their way , there would be v iolent 
action wherev er the opportunity 
occurred, regardless of the risk.
